From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noticed  that  over  70% 
of  the  deaths  above  one  vear  occured  ever  the  age  of 
70  years,  a  very  striking  evidence  of  the  healthiness 
of  the  District. 

SICKNESS. 

The  year  was  a  very  healthy  one,  free  from  all  epidemic 
disease,  even  influenza  occuring  only  sporadically . 

iJTJRSSNG . 

There  are  2  District  Nurse-Lid wives  who  between  them 
cover  a  radius  of  about  4  miles.

infectious  cases. 
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LATERHITY  A HD  NURSING  HOLES. 

There  is  one  house  registered  as  a  Maternity  Home 
for  one  patient. 

CHILD  WELFARE  AND  CLINICS . 

There  is  a  Welfare  Centre  in  the  town,  open  once  a 
week,  and  attended  by  local  Medical  men  once  a  fortnight 
and  by  the  Health  Visitor  the  alternate  weeks. 

The  numbers  attending  have  increased  considerably  of  late.

An  Orthoparodic  Centre  has  recently  been  opened  in  the 
town  and  is  attended  from  Truro. 

Health  Visiting  is  done  by  a  County  Council  Health  Visitor, 
who  resides  in  the  Town. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 

The  District  was  unusuall  free  from  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  and  no  cases  were  notified  other  than 
Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis  (Pneumonia  4  cases,  Tuberculosis 
6  cases).  There  is  still  no  provision  whatever  for 
the  isolation  of  infectious  cases,  and  I  have  in  previous 
reports  frequently  called  attention  to  the  serious  danger 
arising  from  this  state  of  affairs. 

It  is  presumed  that  when  the  new  division  of  the  county 
into  districts  becomes  an  accomplished  fact  this  blot 
on  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  county  will  be  removed 
and  Cornwall  be  brought  into  line  with  other  parts  of  the 
Country.

The  Vest  Hill  Extension  Scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation 
and  when  completed  will  edve  additional  supply  to  houses 
in  this  high  local  area. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION.  6  houses,  which  were  not 

on  a  water-borne  system,  have  now  been  connected  up  with 

the  supply. 

DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE . 

The  Council  has  a  dump  outside  the  town. 

Tipping  is  carried  out  regularly  and  ^authorised 
tipping  is  forbidden.  Refuse  is  covered  with  soil 

and  sweepings  and  sprayed  with  a  germicidal  solution.
